grow broom corn is the fact that 
with the raising of broom 
corn 
they will have the best variety 
Qf crops that can Jbe raised in 
any climate 
Broom 
corn 
is a 
crop that comes off in the time 
of the year when the money is 
most needed by the farmers that 
is in the late summer or about 
the first to fifteenth of August 
Not only is money needed by the 
farmers 
but all lines of business 
as well 
Broom 
c6rn 
is selling 
from 
15000 
to 
30000 per ton 
all 
depending on the grade of corn 
and remember this is grown in a 
country where they depend 
on 
rainfall entirely for their 
crops 
and with the water that is avail- 
able 


¬ 
in 
the Gila valley 
there 
should 
be the 
finest grade of 
broom corn grown in this valley 
as there is in any part of the 
country 
Broom corn is a plant that will 
stand an unusual amount of dry 
weather but will do much better 
with the right moisture 
There are several different va ¬ 
rieties of broom corn grown 
as 
well as several different ways of 
handling 
but the best way 
in 
which to handle broom corn is to 
harvest it at the right time that 
is before it is too ripe and 
have 
proper facilities for curing the 
cotruafter it is harvested 
The 
farmers of the Gila valley have 
the facilities for taking care of 
their 
crops 
as their hay barns 
are 
perfectly 
adapted 
to 
this 
purpose with little additional ex- 
pense
